7 ASHINGTON, June 15. 
W —It is well understood 
that the Japanese gov- 
erninent will not make known 
prior to the assembling of the 
plenipotentiaries the terms upon 
which she is willing to conclude 
peace. The Mikado is said to 
desire that when peace is se- 
cured it hall be coupled with 
reasonable assurances of its per- 
manency. 

Among well-informed diplo- 
matists it is deemed probable 
that Japan's terms, once they 
are stated, will be regarded by 
the world as reasonable and

WASHINGTON, june 15.— 
lens national capital has been selected 
as the seat of negotiations between the 
plenipotentiaries of Russia and Japan 
for a treaty of peace. The choice of 
Wasbingion as the location for the 
‘peace conference marks another step 
forward in the negotiations toward 
ultimate peace in the movement in- 
stituted by President Roosevelt. 

Official announcement of the selec- 
tien of Washington was made by Sec- 
retary Loeb at the White House at 
723 pm, today. it Was im typewrit- 
ten form and reads as fajlows: 
“When the two gov were 
unable to agren upon either Chefoo 
or Paris, the President suggested The 
Hague, but both governments have 
now requested that Washington le 
chosen as the place of meeting and 
the President has accordingly formal 
ly notified both governments that 
Washington will be selected.” 

This statement was supplemented 
shortly afterward by a sem!-officia) an- 
nouncement that “after meeting and 
organizing, the plenipotentiaries of the 
two governments, if it should be 
found to be uncomfortably hot in 
Washington, may adjourn the meeting 
to some summer resort in the North 
and there continue their sit- 
tings until such time as the weather 
in Washington rhall be more comfort- 
able.” 

ONLY SOLUTION OF PROBLEM. 

Now that some of the details of the 
negotiations which have been pending 
for more than two weeks are known, 
the selection of Washington is re- 
garded as the only solution of the 
problem presented to the belligerent 
governments. 

After the acceptance by Russia and 
Japan of the President's proposition 
that they consent to consider the ques- 
tion of peace, Russia indicated Paris 
as the most desirable place for the 
meeting to negotiate a treaty and 
Japan indicated Chefoo. There the 
subject rested for forty-eight hours. 

Finally Japan declined to consider 
Paris for obvious reasons and Russta 
objected to holding the conference in 
any oriental city. Washington was 
then suggested as a place at which 
the belligerents could meet on com- 
mon ground, undisturbed by either, 
political or persona! influences. 

As a means of facilitating the ne- 
gotiations, the President suggested 
that the conference be held at The 
Hague, the seat of the international! 
artitration court, and the location of 
the first general arbitration confer- 
ence, called at the instance of Em- 
peror Nicholas of Russia. He ind! 
cated that for both practical and sen- 
timental reasons The Hague would be 
a most desirable place of meeting for 
the plenipotentiaries. 

JAPAN IRRECONCILABLE. 

Further consideration of the subject 
developed the unalterable objection 
of Japan to any European capital as 
e seat for the conference. She ob- 
jected particularly to The Hague, be. 
lieving it was too far within the 
sphere of Russian influence and for a 
zimilar reason she declined favorably 
to consider Geneva. Until today, how. 
ever, Japan's irreconcilable opposition 
to the selection of any European cap- 
ital was not known definitely.

Avellan, head of the Russian Admiralty 
Department, had resigned. This an- 
nouncement was followed a few min- 
utes later by an imperial rescript re- 
lieving the Grand Duke of the supreme 
direction of the navy, which he has 
held since the days of the Emperor's 
father Alexander III, when Russia re- 
solved to enter the lists as a first- 
class sea power and to build up a great 
navy, the last of which was destroyed 
in the battle of the Sea of Japan. 

Although from time to time since 

the war began there have been rumors 
that the Grand Duke would retire on 
account of the savage criticisms, not 
to use harsher terms, directed against 
the administration of the navy, especi- 
ally in the construction of ships, the 
announcement of his resignation came 
like a bolt from the blue. It was not 
preceded by any of the rumors which 
usually give warning of such an act. 
Consequentiy it was assumed that 
some sudden event precipitated it, and 
stories immediately came to the sur- 
face. Among those sojourning late in 
the cafes and hotels, the editorial in 
the Nassa Shish yesterday, demand- 
ing an accounting of the popular funda 
subscribed for the rebuilding of the 
navy and deciaring that ‘great names 
are no longer guarantees,” was in- 
stantly recalled. 
words of the rescript give no 
hint of imperial anger, and the reai 
explanation probably will not leak out 
for several days, but the instant dispo- 
sition was to regard the retirement of 
Grand Duke Alexis and Admiral Avel- 
lan as a concession to public opinion, 
following the crowning tragedy of the 
Sea of Japan.

The President's fourth and last peace 
conference was with Sir Mortimer Du- 
rand, the British Ambassador, who 
reached the White House about 10 
oclock and remained with the Pres- 
dent until after 11 o'clock. Mr. Taka- 
hira went soon after the arrival of the 
Ambassador, The Ambassador, upon 
leaving, was, of course, unable to dis- 
cuss tye occasion of his visit, but he 
took occasion to allude to the general 
appreciation throughout the civilized 
world of the President in this crisis, 
and also to express his confidence that 
the negotiations were moving smoothly. 
The negotiations were the main sub- 
ject diecussed by the President with 
the British Ambassador.

GREAT BRITAIN’S STAND.

What gives the officials here hope is 
the frank expression on the part of 
Japan that it is not her wish to crueh 
Rusria as a nation, 

Another important fact which has 
come to light is the improbability of 
the use of the indemnity fof the en- 
largement of the Japanese navy. It 
can be sald that once the war is over, 
Japan will turn her face first toward 
internal development and a restoration 
of the industrial conditions at home to 
their normal basis. Encouragement 
will be given to all branches of indus- 
try, and cofmmercia!l aupremacy, rather 
than military supremacy alone, wil! be 
her aim. These facts are in the posses- | 
sion of the Washington government.

Supposed—Mexican Mine Sold. | 
at Goldfield. 


wity is reported to prevall in the 
northern part of Los Angeles county 
where mines around Acton, Newha!! 
and “almdale are being examined, 
tested and exploited, some for the first 
time and some after many years’ idle- 
ness. The revival of interest in mines 
is effecting this region in common with 
all others. 
The owners of the Red Rover mine 
near Acton, which has long laid idle, 
are said to have made arrangements to 
renume operations in the near future. 
The property has been extensively 
worked in years gone by, but never sys- 
tematically developed and it is under- 
stood that the former governor has in- 
terested new capital with him and will 
push operations to the limit. - 
A few weeks since quite an impor- 
tant strike was made in the Puritan 
mine five miles north of Acton and just 
west of the Red Rover, where a large 
body of ore was uncovered in an open 
cut located 125 feet from the shaft of 
the mine. Assays from this gave re- 
turns of $132, $119 and $10.97 in gold. The 
strike is expected to revive interest in 
the district. ; 
Another work that is being under- 
taken dy these people is the re-com- 
mencement of development on old 
placer holdings near Russ, where a 
reservoir and water system is being 
put in to supply what is needed for 
systematic development. 
The Revarg Company, a corporation 
of New York capitalists, that has some 
extensive holdings near Russ is now 
testing the ground with a view to prob- 
able further development, and if re- 
sults are satisfactory, will install ma- 
chinery for extensive working. 
A report has been received of the 
finding of a %38-foot ledge on Alder 
Creek in the Big Tejunga in the north- 
ern part of this county. Assays are 
said to have been rich in gold, but no 
particulars are yet obtainable and not 
even the name of the discoverer can be 
learned at this writing. 
The White Mule mine near Graham 
station has just been sold to F. M. 
Wilcox, who is about to erect a five- 
stamp mill for development work. The 
mine has already been worked exten- 
sively and there is a great quantity of 
free milling ore on the dump that wil! 
serve to keep the mill running for some 
time. There is a shaft already down 
200 feet with drifts which show the ex- 
istence of a permanent mine. 

LOSS NOT So GREAT. 
The fire last Saturday at the Big 
Horn mine on North Baldy proves to 
have been less disastrous than was at 
firet reported. The 25-horse-power en- 
gine was Saved as well as much of the 
other machinery and the foundations 
were left intact, the fire having burned 
itself out quickly on the woodwork.

Lines Already Taxed to Capacity 
of Regular Equipment te Handle 
Summer Passenger Traffic—Los An- 
geles Street Railway Men to be Ad- 
dressed by Officia!l Tonight.

The passenger traffic departments of 
the several electric railways predict, 
from present indications, an unprece- 
dented passenger business over their 
lines during the opening summer sea- 
son. 

Business has already opened with 
such a rush over all of the lines that 
they are taxed almost to the full ca- 
pacity of thelr regular equipment to 
handle it. To be sure, there is always 
a reserve of cars and motive power in 
the barns and the power plants, but if 
the business increases as much more in 
the weeks to come as it has in the two 
weeks past, it ts more than probable 
that all of this reserve equipment will 
have to be called into the regular serv- 


ice. 

To keep in line at the head of the 
procession, the Pacific Electric is con- 
templating ordering a lot of new ‘cars 
ot the Long Beach type at an early 
date. and for the best possible deliv- 
ery. The management gives it out 
that after severe tests and the most 
careful study ef performance, the Long 
Beach type of car has proven the best 
to be had for suburban and interurban 
service. 

The Los Angeles-Pacific Rallway is 
increasing its power-plant capacities 
as well as ite rolling equipment. An- 
other installment of the order for forty 
cars placed some time ago with the St, 
Louls Car Company has been shipped 
and the coaches are expected to arrive 
within a few days. 

Within a few days this company will 
begin the construction of a sixth sub- 
power station of 750-horse-power ca- 
pacity to help out in the rapidly-in- 
creasing business over the Hollywood 
line. In addition to this, new engines 
of the compound condensing Corliss 
type are being installed in the central 
power station, which when put under 
‘steam willl Dring the horse-power en- 
pacity of the central power plant up to 
6000. and this is capable of an overload 
of from 30 to 50 per cent, so that the 
power plant will be able to respond 
quickly and with ease to whatever 
emergency demands may be placed 
upon it.

with, and not antagonistic to those of 
the public. to caution them against 
losing their patience and forgetting the 
politeness which they are expected al- 
ways to show passengers, and to secure 
generally a better organization and 
higher morale of all of the car oper- 
ators. 
These meetings have no relation to 
any accidents which may happen upon 
the lines, but it is hoped that they will 
have the effect of eliminating, as far 
as human effort can, all aceidents and 
loss to human life through the opera- 
tion of the cars of the company. 
Speaking of fenders in their relation 
to the saving of life, the management 
both of the Pacific Electric and of the 
Los Angeles Railway, regret that hu- 
man ingenuity has not yet devised a 
fender. nor do they believe it possible 
to devise a practicable fender which 
will save life in every instance.

To advance the genera) interest of 
ocean yacht racing and to incidentally 
encourage similar efforts on the part 
of the Emperor of Germnay,. the nobil- 
ity of England and the chivairy of Eu- 
rope, the South Coast Yacht Club will 
on tom send its white-winged 
fleets to a far distant island of the Pa- 
cific In contests of speed in which the 
winners’ will be rewarded with silver- 
ware and glory. Even the ascetic Jef-

right to be “a prince of good fellows,” 
and give cups in an imperial way 
without being considered un-American, 
and in this case Carlistle Thorpe and 
Clement Hebler run no risks whether 
provide the handsome prizes to, be 
raced for.

USSIAN OFFICERS AND MEN. 

Much has been said of the Rus- 
sian soldiery, and of the relations 
existing between them and their of- 
ficers. Many attempts have been made 
to show that, as a general proposition, 
the Russian soldier is virtually with- 
out patriotism, and is driven unwil- 
lingly to battle; that he is treated like 
a dog by his superiors, and that the 
latter are brutal, harsh, and unmind- 
ful of the welfare of the men under 
their command. This unjust and un- 
truthful view is effectually disposed of 
by a colonel of the Russian army, who 
writes as follows in The World Today 


magazine: 

“The relations between officers and 
men are close and intimate in the ex- 
treme. A colonel is not merely the 
commander of a regiment, or a cap- 
tain merely the head of his company, 
troop or battery. He is the ‘liitle 
father’ of his men, their guide coun- 
selor and friend. There are exceptions 
to the general rule, of course just as 
there are exceptions to all rules. But 
in a.very large majority of cases the 
attitude of the officer is commendable 
in the extreme. If one of his soidiers 
wishes to communicate with his fam- 
ily or friends at home, and can not 
write, his officer writes the letter for 
him, and reads to him the one that 
comes in response, if the man can not 
perform that service for himself. If 
the soldier is in trouble, it is his 
officer to whom he goes for advice and 
assistance, and the number of times 
when he is not properly received and 
treated is so small as to be almost in- 
finitesimal. If he is grieved by the 
death of some dear one, or depressed 
by other bad news from home, it is 
his officer who, as you Americans 
would say, ‘braces him up.” The army 
of no country in the world showe a 
better condition of affairs in this res- 
pect than does that of Russia. The 
officer realizes the responsibility that 
is his, a responsibility far greater than 
that which rests upon the officers of 
armies maintained by countries the 
soldiers of which, from an educa- 
tional standpoint, perhaps. show a 
higher standard than do those of Rus- 
‘sia. He realizes that his soldiers need 
to be led rather than driven, and he 
acts accordingly. The soldiers appre- 
ciate this and the result is that the 
esprit de corps of the Russian army, 
even in times of the greatest stress. 
compares most favorably with that to 
be observed in any other country.” 

An army in which such cordial rela- 
tions exist between officers and men 
must necessarily be an effective fight- 
ing machine. But the best army in 
the world is hopelessly handicapped if 
those in supreme command are incom- 
petent or unfaithful. The Grand Dukes 
who have mismanaged matters in the 
pending war, by means of unwarranted 
interference and unwise counse!, are in 
a large measure responsible for the 
present unfortunate plight of Russia. 


EACE OUTLOOK IMPROVED. 

Events are moving rapidly in the 
matter of the propose peace confer- 
ence between Russia and Japan. 
Yesterday the official announcement 
was made that Washington had been

EATHER BUREAU SAVING. 

The June Century contains an 
interesting article entitled Our Her- 
alds of Storm and Flood.“ by Gilbert 
H. Grosvenor. The article is a re- 
view, somewhat cursory yet compre- 
hensive, of the work of the Weather 
Bureau in the United States. When 
this work was begun in a tentative 
sort of way, some years ago, many 
persons were skeptical as to its prac- 
tical value, because they were skep- 
tical as to the probable accuracy of 
weather predictions made in advance. 

In the beginning the number of 
weather stations was comparatively 
smail, and the deductions of the 
bureau were put out in a modest way 
as Probabilities. The accuracy of 
the predictions made by “Old Probs,“ 
as the Weather Bureau was familiarly 
designated, was frequently called into 
question. But the facilities of the 
bureau were gradually increased, from 
year to year, and people interes:ed in 
the weather from day to day began to 
take notice. As the service was ex- 
tended it became increasingly valuable, 
largely because it became inc nely 
accurate, and today it is univérsally 
acknowledged to be an indispensable 
part of our administrative system. 

Mr. Grosvenor cites an instance 
which serves to show the great value 
of the weather service in the immense 
saving which it effects to the people 
of the United States, especially to 
farmers. “Some time ago,” he says, “a 
skeptical insurance company deter- 
mined to investigate the amount of 
property saved in one year by the 
warnings of the Weather Bureau. It 
was a company of conservative men, 
whose estimate would be under rather 
than above the truth, but it found that 
on an average the people of the United 
States saved every year $30,000,000 be- 
cause of their weather service. As the 
people contribute $1,500,000 every year 
to its support” adds Mr. Grosvenor, 
“this means that they get annually a 
dividend of 2000 per cent. on the in- 
vestmemt. An investment in which 
| the original capital is paid back twenty 
| times over in twelve months is ex- 
_traordinarily profitable and well worth 

investigation.” 

The exact methods of computation 
by which the deduction of $30,000,000 
annual profits was arrived at is not 
explained. But whether these figures 
are accurate or otherwise, there is no 
longer any room to question the im- 
mense practical utility of the weather 
service. 

There are occasions without number,

Mining in the Philippines. 

The annual report of the Mining Bu- 
reau of the Philippines summarizes all 


development of the mining industry in 
the islands. Generally it may be said 
that the work is even yet only in the 
prospecting stage, among the closing 
sentences of the report being the fol- 
lowing: “Although some of the com- 
mon metals are absent or not yet dis- 
covered in the Philippines, there re- 
main sufficient mineral resources to 
form the basis of an important indus- 
try. The stage at present is that of in- 
vestigation and development; it is 
hoped, however, that we shall rapidly 
approach the period of production. 
Prospecting has been done on almost 
every island of the group, to the great 
credit of the pioneers who have labori- 
ously blazed the trail: but capital for 
the development of the prospects haa 
been difficult to secure, It is to be. 
hoped that the definite policy concern- 
ing the future of these islands, so 
earnestiy desired by capitalists as a 
prerequisite to permanent investment, 
may soon be determined by the people 
of the United States, to the end that 
the Philippines may enter upon an un- 
disturbed and prosperous career.” 
Gold, Copper and tron. 

Taking the principal metals, we learn 
that gold has been discovered on Al- 
most every island of importarice in the 
archipelago. From time immemorial it 
had been worked by the natives in 
placers and in stringers, but their op- 
erations never went deeper than 50 to 
100 feet into the rock. In several places 
experiments have now been made m 
crushing and amalgamating. Most of 
the ores are free milling, but some will 
require smelting. No silver has yet 
been discovered on the islands. Cop- 
per, however, is found in large deposits 
on the island of Luzon, where, for cen- 
turies past the natives have made ex- 
cellent copper implements and utensils, 
Lead is known to exist, but its distri- 
bution is not wide. The iron ore depos- 
its are extensive, and can be readily 
developed. At St. Louis Exposition we 
saw how the Igorrotes worked the ores 
in a small charcoal furnace, with an 
ingeniously contrived bellows made 
from a bamboo stem. The report says 
that the islands can undoubtedly fur- 
nish excellent charcoal pig iron. Vast 
quantities of limestone are available 
for flux in the immediate vicinity of 
the ore beds. There is charcoal of suf- 
ficient quality and amount, but not at 
present at a very low price. 


The Coal Deposits. 

It is in coal, however, that the iel- 
ands appear destined to play an impor- 
tant part in the East. Excellent black 
coal exists in seams running up to 
| eighteen feet. Its fuel value is about 
| two-thirds to three-fourths that of the 
| best Welsh coal. very little short 0: 
| that of Australia, superior to that of 

India, and fully equal to much of the 
coal of Japan, which it closely resem- 
bles. These are the coals with which 
the Philippine product will have ‘to 
compete, but from the gedgraphical 
point of view the islands hold a con- 
siderable advantage in being so near 
to the great shipping centers of Hong 
Kong and Singapore. There are also 
brown lignite coal deposita, but this ar- 
ticle, although it has its value, will be 
used only for local consumption. Pe- 
troleum has been discovered on at least 
one of the islands, and is being tested 
by development. Among other rocks 
and minerals are marble, white clays 
or kaolin, extensive deposits of syp- 
sum, an dthe large beds of limestone 
already referred to.

DIKE FOR YUMA PROJECT. 


Secretary of interior Calls for Propo- 
eals for Additional Work at the 
Laguna Dam. 

The project board of the United 
States Reclamation Service has recom- 
mended and the Secretary of the In- 
terior has called for proposals for the 
construction of a dike asa part of the 
irrigation and reclamation works at 
the Laguna dam, which is known as 
the Yuma project. This information is 
contained in a dispatch received yes- 
from Washington. 

Bids for the construction of the La- 
una Dam were opened June 5, at the 
Office of the Reclamation Service in 
Los Angeles, that of J. G. White & Co. 
of New York, $797.650, being the lowest 
of the five submitted. The bids were 
aransmitted to the Secretary of the In- 
terior for his consideration.

ARMED DEFENSE AT A SAN D- 
MAS HOUSEHOLD.

Father of the Family Remains in 
Domicile With Wife and Daughters 
and With Firearm Handy, but Re- 
fuses to Swear Out Warrant for 

Men of Evil Designs. 


SAN DIMAS, June 15.—J. D. Corken 
and family left town last night, and 
thus what was expected to terminate 
in a tragedy turns out a comedy. 

For the past week Corken has re- 
mained in his house, with his wife and 
three daughters, the house has been 
locked and barred, and no one could 
gain admittance without the password. 
If his dog. gave warning of the ap- 
proach of a stranger Corken would pick 
up his shotgun and try to look brave. 

Corken says that there is a gang of 
men employed in the traffic of girl« for 
immeral purposes, one of these lives 
at Cottonwood Springs, but the chief 
conspirator lives at Colton, ard was 
until recently employed by the Santa 
Fé Railroad.

Col. Russell Put Off Resolutions 
Committee of Veterans’ Association 
at Louisville Meeting—Rival Com- 
manders Meet After Forty Years in 
Most Cordial Manner.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.) June 15.—With 
a determination to finish promptly the 
business of the United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association so that the oli 
soldiers will have nothing to Wo but 
prepare for tomorrow's parade and 
continue to have a grand time, the old 
soldiers were present in greater num- 
bers when the convention was called to 
order today. The invocation was by 
Rev. James P. Smith of Richmond, Va., 
one of the two surviving staff officers 
of “Btonewall” Jackson. . 

On the afternoon of September 1, 
18t4, a Michigan regiment, under the 
command of Henry R. Mizner, now a 
brigadier general, U. 8. A., retired, 
stormed the Confederate fortifications 
at Jonesboro, Va., and captured the 
battery and Gen. D. C. Given, who was 
in charge. Today, in this city, these 
two veterans met again for the first 
time in forty-one years. The meeting 
could not have been more cordial or 
affecting had the men been brothers. 

The report of the historical commit- 
tee, submitted by Gen. Evans of 
Georgia, as chairman, seeks to secure 
accurate history which is to be incor- 
porated in the text books in Southern 
schools. 

A call of the Resolutions Committee 
developed the presence of a Federa! of- 
ficer on that important body. He is 
Col. 8. C. Russell, and he is accredited 
to indian Territory. Comrade B. P. 
Paidock of Fort Worth decline to sit 
in the same room with Col. Russell and 
in a response to a chorus of “Take him 
of.” “take him off,” Gen. Lee subseti- 
tuted Capt. J. J. Kendall of Indian 
Territory.

TO BUILD BATTLE ABBEY. 

The report of the Battle Abbey Com- 
mittee, of which Gen. Evans ie chair- 
man, shows that the committee now 
has in subscriptions $206,000. The abbey 
fund is now considered in safe condi- 
tion and the building will be erected 
at Richmond. 

The report of the Jefferson Davis 
Monument Association of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy showed 
that the committee had in the 
bank for the purpose of erecting 
the monument $69,000 and that the con- 
tract has been signed for unveiling the 
monument, in Richmond, June 3, 1907. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 
After calling for the reports of vari- 
ous committees and receiving no re- 
sponse, Commander-in-Chief N. 8. Tis- 
dal of the United Sons of Confederate 
Veterans gave them a lecture on their 
lack of interest. W. L. Williams of 
Macon, Ga., said it was no wonder the 
Sons of Confederate Veterans as an or- 
ganization was nearly dead and sug- 
gested that the Incoming commander- 
in-chief try to secure men who would 
take an interest in the affairs of the 
organization. “Uniess this is done,” 
Williams said, “we would do better to 
ally ourselves with the United ‘onfed-s 
erate Veterans and allow our organiza- 
tion to pass out of existence.”
